During this time, it is said, he has made her 
fodder several yokes of cattle anda number 
of cows at all seasons of the year, even dur- 
ing the most Severe storms of winter. Ip 
telling her story to the Wortp 
correspondent she said: ‘“‘If the feeding of 
the cattle was all I should not have 
minded it, although I am over 75 years old, 
but my husband would kick me out of bed 
‘in the middle of winter. We had wood fires, 
which went out at night, and the house was 
freezing cold.’ I had often to sit in a chair 
allnight. At last I hid a blanket, so that I 
could have something to wrap around me 
when he was mad and

Afterthat | kept more comfortable. He 
has kicked me in tRe side when he had heavy 
boots on and has hit me with his fists times 
without number. Once he was having some 
words with a man, who he said 
had stolen some nails. I told him 
that the nails were not stolen. He caught 
me by the throat and threw me down the 
cellar-way, saying: “I’ll teach you to talk 
tome.”” He has torced me to leave the house 
in all sorts of weather, and I have frequently 
taken refuge in the home of Capt. Sidney 
Buddington, one of the officers of the Polaris 
expedition.

FORENCON SESSION. CLOSING AT 1 P. M. 

No afternoon board to-day. This afternoon 
board will be regularly resumed next Monday. 
The Chicago Tripune alludes to 1,300,000 bu wheat 
sold by St. Louis for export via New Orleans. 
There were exactly 160,000 bu wheat scold and 
shipped, and no more sales have been 
heard oaf since. This sale was probahly 
whatis Knownas a “stray shot.”——The latest 
(October 3) New York Bulletin has sey- 
eral items of interest in its commercial 


columns. It says: “As we have before fre- 
quently indicated, popular estimates in couserya- 
tive quarters, as well as our own information, 
pointed to a shortage of at least 100,000,000 bush- 
els in the wheat crop of 1883. Mr, Walker, sta- 
tistician of the New York Produce Exchange, is 
out with a detailed and carefully compiled state- 
ment by which it appears that the shortage is 
112,609,086 bushels, which makes the tocal crop 
391,576,384 bushels, based on a comparison of the 
Government Agricultural Department reports 
of 1882 and 1883. This official statement had 
no perceptible influence on the market direetly, 
as its nature had been too generally an- 
ticipated. As a substantial corroboration of 
the position of the bulls as to the extent of 
the winter wheat killing, it is regarded 
as a strong card. Our own calculations still 
point to 409,000,000 bushels minimum. But 
whatever the deficiency, it has relation to the fut- 
ure rather than to the present. Many who are 
bulis on the crop are bears on the situation, a fact 
which keeps speculation very conservative. To- 
day’s public cables indicate generally unchanged 
foreign wheat markets; but thé private advices, 
especialiy the late ones, report firmer markets 
abroad, especially for the higher grades of wheat, 
with Liverpoo] reported finally higher, As there is 
a margin of several cents against exporters (five 
cents on some grades), the gain is of no subdstan- 
tial benefit. Exporters, however, have been a lit- 
tle more interested, but what has been done has 
been for scalps.’ * * * “Itis a noteworthy fact, 
that with the constant accumulation of all kinds of 
grain, storage is becoming scarce and high, but 
the bulls are paying good premiums that cover ali 
expenses and afford a profit to the commission 
man who catries the load.”’. Speaking of corn it 
says: “The further big receipts of corn—three- 
quarters of a million in two davs—are putting the 
main strength of the bull interest, already heayvil 
loaded, to a severe test, and whatever their posi- 
tion may be they have shown a weak-kneed reila- 
tion to the market to-day, and have freely sup- 
plied the demand for October contracts and the 
cash propertv. Itishardtosay anyitliing about 
the corn market ip its present manipulated form. 
The bears choose to believe that the jig is up for 
Uctober, and .hat a corner is out of the question, 
while others are satisfied that the holders of corn 
are ‘laying low,’ and that their time will come be- 
fore the month Is out.”—— When November wheat 
in Chicago struck 96% this morning, it is said that 
Hutchinson (“Ola Hutch’) bought half a million. 
But he couldn’t stopthe down drop.——‘“Sell five 
year corn at an eighth and give the buyer a din- 
ner,”’ shouted an operator in the pit. “I want the 
corn, but ain’t in the habitofeating a pie- 
and-milk dinner at Mike’s,” remarked another.—— 
——The report on the visible supply for Septem- 
ber 29 shows an increase of 793,000 bu in wheat 
and 92,000 bu in oats, while corn has decreased 
1,326,000 bu. This surprising falling off in corn is 
doubted by almost every one, and it is claimed 
that the correct visible supply of corn is 16,500,000 
pu.——-The stocks in London on Octover 1 were 
460,000 to 480,000 bris flour, 6,000,000 to 6,200,000 bu 
wheat, ana between 200,000 and 250,000 bu corn, 
—Besides several failures reported yesterday in 
England, it said that a large London house en- 
gaged in the Bombay wheat trade failed to-day, 
Wheat futures displayed extreme weakuess 
during the early hours of to-day. All the markets 
of this eountry were depressed and ee 
affected pri cipally by the reported failures in 
England; but the large and accumulating 
stocks in sight and the absence of 
any export demaud undoubtedly helped greatiy

SHUTS HIS EYES. 

In the matter of closing the beer gardens 
on Sunday Gov. CRITTENDEN was inclined 
to magnify his office and even to imagine 
that it included judicial powers and func- 
tions of a high order. He set himself up as 
a public censor, dissenting from judicial de- 
cisions, telling the courts how they should 
decide pending questions, freely expressing 
his distrust of their liability to be influenced 
by local sentiment, and loudly admonishing 
police authorities and prosecuting attorneys 
that he had his eye on them and would see 
that they did their duty or know the reason 
why they did it not. 

Also, when the bosses of the gamblers’ 
ring had been arraigned, convicted and 
sentenced in the courts, and were in a fair 
way to do the State some ~, Service 
in the Penitentiary, he took an enlarged 
view of his superior judicial capacity and 
set aside the decisions of courts and the ver- 
dicts of juries by the exercise of his pardon- 
ing power. 

But now,when the Grand Jury officially in- 
forms him that the gamblers’ ring is at work 
again, tells him plainly that Grand Jury in- 
vestigations are officially obstructed, and 
asks him to investigate the possible connec- 
tion of his Police Board appointees with said 
ring, he suddenly reverses his field giass, 
and makes an elaborate legal argument to 
prove that he has no judicial powers and no 
means of discovering that anybody is doing 
wrong till the courts shall have convicted 
them. 

It needed neither a ghost nora Governor 
to tell us the conclusion of his elaborate ar- 
gument as to his power to send for persons 
and papers, and to arrest, try and punish 
private citizens accused of crime. Nobody 


asked him to do anything of the 
kind, and the reasons he gives for 
not doing it haye no _ application 


whatever to the official investigation the 
Grand Jury requested him to make. He ad- 
mits that he has power to investigate charges 
of misconduct on the part of members of the 
Police Board, and to remove them from of- 
fice, but declines to even suspect them till

Gov. Crittenden publishes a statement in 
this morning’s Republican in the form of an 
interview on the suggestion of the grand 
jury that he institute an investigation into 
the charges of misconduct on the part of the 
Police Board and the existence of a well-or- 
ganized ring to defeat the laws.

prescribes the punishment. Independent of 
the consideration that there 1s no express 
provisicn of law conferring power upon the 
Governcr to investigate and punish these al- 
leged violations, it is clear that under the 
constitution the assumption of such author- 
ity on his part would be violative of the pro- 
visions of that organic law.” 

Then follows a labored discussion of the 
constitutional powers of the several State 
departments—legislative, judicial and execu- 
tive—when the theme is again resumed at 
length. 

“Auy attempt to proceed against any 
person charged with a violation of the crim- 
inal statutes of this State in a manner differ- 
ent from that empioyed in ordinary cases 
would bea violation of these proyisions, 
which are but re-enactments of Magna 
Charta, and which have ever been supposed 
to constitute the surest ‘protection of the 
citizen against oppression and persecution. 
As carrying out these ideas, it is further 
provided that ‘in criminal prosecutions the 
aecused shali have the right * * * to de- 
mand the nature and cause of the accusation 
to have process to compel the attendance o 
Witnesses in his behalf and a speedy public 
trial by an impartial jury of the county,’ 
and that the ‘right of trial by jury, as here- 
tofore enjoyed, shall remain inviolate.’ 
And itis clear that such an investigation 
into the conduct of private citizens was 
hever contemplated by our law, and that a 
proposition to authorize it could never be 
tolerated ‘in a repubilcan form of govern- 
ment. Jt bas been the demand for ages of 
liberty-Joving people in all eountries that 
they be protected from arbitrary rulers, and 
from acts of oppression on their part, 

‘TRIAL BY JURY’ 
and the protection of ‘due proeess of law’ 
have ever been demanded, and their denial 
the causes of revolution. And these facts 
are especially familiar to every American 
Citizen. No executive officer would ever be 
sustained by publie sentiment in such 4 pro- 


abiding citizens might tolerate it because of 
their anxiety to bring the guilty to justice. 
But the question is not as to the guilt 
of any person, butof the power to so ad- 
-Judge in the Governor of the State, inde- 
pendent of courts and F hy bay That power, 
if it existed at all, could be invoked against 
anyone whom the Governor might think 
guilty, without regard to the rulings of the 
courts and juries established for the purpose 
of ascertaining that fact. A sober second 
thought will convince any one of the impo!- 
icy of the claim advaneed by the report of 
the Grand Jury referred to. Such power is 

dangerous to even claimed by any 
man—far more so to be possessed; and any 
attempt to earry out the suggestions of the 
Grand Jury would, in very nature of 
things, prove futile, 

THE GOVERNOR 

has no power to compel the attendance of 
Witnesses before him, to administer oaths, to 
compel them to testify or to punish refrac- 
tory witnesses, or to employ any attorney on 
behalf of the State, or to rany circuit 
Or prosecuting attorney to appear for the 
State, or to summon any {ury. or to inflict 
any punishment. He could not assess a fine 
or send a person to jail or to the penitentia- 
Ty, hor indeed do any act by himself for the 
punishment of any guilty person. This the 
courts alone can do. 

“The Governor is by law vested with the 
Power to appoint certain officers and remove 
them for official misconduct atany time, As

presented IT would promptly and thoroughly

punish for crime than the humblest citizen 
of the State. That power is alone with the 
courts and their juries. As regards the other 
officers referred to different provisions of 
law are applicable to them and must be 
followed, Andifany personin the city of 
St. Lonis has any charge of violation of law 
or of official misconduct to make against 
any person holding the office of 
Police Commissioner, and will pre- 
sent or forward them to me, such charges 
will be promptly investigated, and if sus- 
tained, all the power vested in him by law 
exercised, to punish any guilty party. Hav- 
ing presented some general and primary eb- 
jects to the demand made upon me to con- 


| tinue the examination commenced by it, I 


now respectfully ask the

Mr. Hitchcock, for whom I havea high re- 
gard, from what source His excellency, 
the governor, has the power * * * to 
hold or to order an investigation.

I am ready to meet any 
responsibility that may devolve upon me, 
when it will result in any good to society— 
but not willing at the instigation of others— 
to ‘pose’ before a mcm garg | in the form of 
a ridiculous court without the semblance of 
law, or the dignity ofa jurisdiction over any 
person or thing.

“No specific charge is madein this report 
against any meinber of the Police Board. A 
general one is made against it, ‘a well-or- 
vanized ring,’ in the words of the feport, 
without stating of whom the ring is com- 
posed, whether of elective or appointive 
officers,of private citizens or Federal officiais, 
of what crimes it 1s charged, or of the con- 
(rol it exereises in the local affairs of the 
city.

Declaration of the Laboring Man’s| 
~ Principles. 


Both Sexes are to Have Equal Pay—The Re- 
peal of Conspiracy Acts—The Emancipa- 
tion of the Working Men to be Achieved by 
Themselyes—Crittenden’s Action Con 
demned. 


The Trades and Labor Federation met 
this morning at Turner’s Hall at 9:30. Presi- 
dent Lowe being absent the chair was oc- 
cupied by Adolph Maderia, vice-president. 
he roll call of delezates was first read, and 
the list of abgentees noted. The minutes of 
the previous meeting were then read and ap 
proved. A motion was adopted appointing 
Mr. Fitzgerald sergeant-at-arms. A motion 
was passed to publish the proceedings of 
the convention in the People’s Advocate. A 
number of bills were then tabled. The com- 
mittee on 


\ DECLARATION OF PRINCIPLES 
offered the following | tah 

Your Committee on Deciaration of Princi- 
ples beg leave to submit the following: 

1. We declare that, labor being the creator 
of all wealth, through and by it alone is or- 
ganized soiety and civilization possible. It 
rightfully follows that those who labor and 
create ali wealth are the most important 
part of society, and hence should enjoy} the 
full benefit of their toil. And we furtherde- 
clare that a just and equitable distribution 
of the fruits of labor is utterly impossible un- 
der the present. system of society, and that the 
present tendency towards monopoly causes 
and intensifies the inequitable concentrating 
into the hands of the few all means of pro- 
duction, thus creating gigantic monopolies, 
dangerous to the people's liberty. And we 
further declare that the now mh political 
parties are against the welfare of the people, 
and as the emancipation of the working peo- 

le must be achieved by themselves, it now 

ecomes our duty to unite as a powerful par- 
ty to free ourselves from all! forms of tyranny 
and an unjust system of oppression. 

2. We demand that railroad land grants 
forfeited by reason of non-fulfillment of con- 
tract shall be reclaimed by the Government 
and henceforth the public domain reserve 
exclusively for homes for actual settlers. 

3. We demand that election days shall be 
a legal holiday,and also that all wages-work- 
ers should have half of Saturday asa holl- 


day. 

4. We demand for both sexes equal pay for 
equal work, and we also demand the aboli- 
tion of the convict contract labor system in 
prisons and reformatory institutions, 

5. We demand compulsory education, and 
that the State furnish books and other school 
material in all public schools gratis. @ 

6. We demand that eight hours shall con- 
stitute a legal day’s work, and that a State 
law be passed to that effect, providing a pen 
aity forits violation. 

7, Wedemand a law prohibiting child labor 
in factories and mines under 14 years of age. 

8. We demand that the Commissioner of 
Labor of this State shall belong to some 
labor organization, with the power to compel 
the attendance of proper witnesses to testify 
as to the condition of labor under oath. 

9. We demand that railroads and tele- 
graphs shall become the property of the 
State. 

10. We demand the repeal of all acts known 
as conspiracy ,acts, as applied to labor or- 
ganizations. 

11. We demand a purely national circulat- 
ing medium, issued directly to the people, 
without the intervention of any system of 
banking corporations, which money shall bea 
jegal tender in payment of all debts, public 
and private. 

12. We demand an employers ilability act, 
holding corporations responsible for injuries 
received while in their ewploy.

Crittenden in refusing to ap- 
point Mr. D. Eecles for the position of Com- 
mnissioner of ‘he Labor Bureau of this State. 

The resolution was unanimously adopted. 

Reso!ved, 2. That this body determine 
upon some decided plan of action, and tv 
thisend that all labor organizations take 
united independent political action through- 
out this State, and _ that we call 
upon other organized State and labor 
bodies to adopt a_ similar policy 
throughout the United States. The resolu- 
tion was adopted, 

A reso.ution bearing on the permanent 
adoption of the submitted rules of labor or- 
ganization, was referred.to the committee 
on constitution. 

A resolution, creating a State Executive 
Board, whose duty it shall be to recommend 
general measures of policy to the industria! 
classes, was referred to the committee on 
constitution. 

A resolution that the legislative committee 
be instructed to enter into an immediate cor- 
respondence with the officers of the local, 
national and international labor orgapn- 
izations of ali descriptions, with the view 
to obtain their opinions upon what basis a 
more thorough unification of labor organiza- 
tions may be accomplished, was adopted. 

A resolution was unanimously adopted re- 
questing the St. Louis press to publish 
a synupeis of the speech of Mr. Eccles on 
‘The Ethieal Conditions of Society in Their 
Relation to Political Economy.” 

The meeting then adjourned until 2p. m.

MEN OF WEIGHT. 


What Washington and His Generals 
Weighed in 1783. 
From the Bangor Whig. 


A curious letter is just brought to light is 
which is recorded the weight of certain rev- 
olutionary officers who were together at 
West Point 100 years ago. The letter was 
written by Joseph May to Gen. Cobb, of 
revolutionary fame. The letter itself gives 
a an ee picture of the closing days of the 
“‘fathers’’ whose great work was done, and 
who lived to see that the country for whose 
independence they fought was worthy of the 
strife. The following is the letter: 

Boston, Aug. 11, 1820.—Hon David Cobb, 
Gouldsboro—My Dear General: Your letter 
of 28th March, written when confined ta 
your house by indisposition, made me for a 
moment feel unhappy—’twas painful—bnt [ 
have too much respect for you to indulge 
weak tears, when 1 see you passing the al- 
lotted limit of human life; and tho’ you find 
some “labor and sorrow,” and tho’ “the 
flocks and the herds afford less pleasure 
than formerly’”—yet you rejoice at the ver- 
nal sun—you are cheered by the voice of 
friendship, and, when not exercised by actu- 
al pain, your book affords high employment 
and enjoyment, which the stranger inter- 
meddies not with. Weare marching to a 
better country, my dear,General, where, after 
a well-spent life, we may hope again to as 
sociate with the wise and good whom we 
have known here—where or how it is to be 
I am not anxious to know, certain of this, it 
will be the fittest and best that infinite wis 
dom and infinite goodness can provide. 

Our friend Hayes has lately visited us. He 
spoke of you repeatedly as a man whom he 
loved and respected, Looking together over 
some papers in Gen, Jackson's pocket-book, 
we found a curious paper, of which 1 give 
you a copy:

A peculiar phase of the Indian problem 
is presented agape Pueblo Indians who 
are scattered through New Mexico and Ari- 
zona in nineteen villages, supporting them- 
selves by farming and stock-raising, needing 
no outside aid except for education and 
Christian teaching, which, being in conflict 
with their old superstitions, must be main- 
tained from without. They are the rem- 
nants of the old Aztecs, who, after being 
conquered by the Spanish, were granted 4 
tract of land three leagues ‘square for every 
pueblo, or village. ere they have lived 
for 300 years, some of them, like this tribe, 
having had their territory more than doub- 
led in reward for military services to the 
Spanish, whose grants were confirméd by 
Congress on the cession of this territory by 
Mexico to the United States. Their compact 
villages placed upon the crests of hills 
may be explained by the _ state of 
defense in which they have long lived sub- 
ject to attack from the Navajos and 
Apaches, who made great havoc. Literally, 
every man’s house is his castle. All these 
Indians are supposed to be of Asiatic origin, 
from their language, which is monosyllabic, 
from their habits and customs, their utensils, 
such as pottery, and their personal appear- 
ance. She Aztecs were the original settlers, 
followed long afterward by the Apaches and 
oth whe poured like Goths and Vandals 
upon the former. 

he lands of the Pueblos are absolutely 
their own;-they are divided up, but a title 
amoag themselves is good only during occu- 
pancy; tenures forfeited after three years 
non-cultivation. Only where irrigable will 
their land produce crops; the rest, about 
nine-tenths, is g for grazing. ‘Their 
stock, steadily increasing, grazes on 
government land beyand their too Itm- 
ited reservations. They raise wheat, 
corn, melons, squash, beans, etc., sell- 
ing much produce as well as raising sheep, -: 
whol, cattle, horses and donkeys. The lat- 
ter are most useful, one small one often 
carrying an entire family; they make the 
way-train of this region. The Indians use 
the wooden plow of the days of Abraham, 
but are inclining to better methods. They 
thresh with flocks of sheep, goats and 
horses, turned into a_ circular pen and 
whipped round. This is the universal mode 
here. Ground plowed in spring without be- 
ing settled or packed by irrigation will, ina 
few days, be biown away, and become a sand 
hill in another county or State. With water, 
the finest crops are made. The entire coun- 
try seems to have once Deen an ocean bed; 
shells are found petrified at the highest 


points. . 

While there is no poverty among the 

ueblo villages, this one leads them all in 
wealth, as well as in morals, intelligence and 
general thrift. In their New Year’s dances 
and others they are extremely extravagaut, 
throwing away vast amounts of meal, beef, 
bread and eatables generally ; besides calico, 
cloth, and whatever they have, each family 
of the clan rivaling its neighbors in liberality 
during the three days of the feast. The 
Lagunas have given up this foolery ; under 
good influences other villages are likely te 
follow their example. In general, these peo- 
ple are saving. 

Going through this quaint old town to-day 
I saw busy women slicing canteloupes to be 
dried for the winter, grinding corn meal be- 
tween rough stones, making bread and tend- 
ing children. ‘The men were absent on 
their farms. In the winter men spin and 
weave and knit, and tend babies; the women 
carrying water, grinding meal, cooking and 
hy 14 Most of them wearan Inaian rig 
made by both women and men from putr- 
chased material. The women’s dresses are 
made mainly from domestic wool carded, 
spun and woven by the men; the oid distaff 
is used. Women help inthe lighter farm 
work at seed time and harvest, and men doa 
full share of house work. 

Wives are not purchased. The man goes 
over to the woman’s Clan or gens, adopts her 
farm, and is absorbed by her family. Should 
he leave or be sent away he goes with but a 
single blanket, his property remaining with 
the children. Their domestic life is a quiet 
one; quarrels are rare, though there is much 
jealousy and ill-feeling, producing morose- 
ness seldom developing into open strife. 

Their rooms are generally neat; bedding, 
which is spread at night on the floor, is 
folded and piled on the side, making a bench 
or seat. it was amusing to explore the 
recesses of their three-story houses, or rather 
casties, which are built in a continuous 
block around a central plaza or square; the 
lowest story in front, the others msing like 
terraces, giving somewhat the effect of the 
Coliseum at Rome. The first story must be 
climbed by a ladder and entered by a hole 
from above, but many are catting doors, 
there being now no enemy for fear of whom 
they need draw up their ladders. They have 
store-rooms filled with corn and other winter 
food, choosing the coolest and lightest for 
dwelling. ‘There are spacious chinieys for 
cooking and heating purposes, and many 
niches cut in the walls for dishes. 

This, as I have said, is the most 
advanced of all the Pueblo villages. Of the 
population of 1,000 all but 200 have gone to 
their outlying farms, where they have built 
one-story houses in better style, and live as 
comfortably as any farmer in like cirecum- 
stances. The old town is crumbling to 
‘a Istvod in a dwelling about three 

1undred years old, of course abandoned. [| 
am informed that in past times villages 
when crumbling from age were abandoned 
for new ones, hence the many ruins do not 
prove a greet population formerly ; now they 
may be deserted for outside farm fife, Quite 
a number have cookiag stoves and good fur- 
niture, but the most advanced move has 
been whatl was told of to-day by the local 
governor; that the third Laguna Indian has 
taken out his final homestead papers, thus 
securing 160 acres each, off the reservation on 
Government land. All Pueblos, in any 
difficulty with outsiders, are brought 
before the civil courts; their testimony 
is taken and their rights protected. 
Troubles between themselves are settled by 
local officers. A case of murder of one Jn- 
dian by another is just now pending, and 
what to do is not quite clear; the guilty one 
is in the county jail. Are they citizens? 
Their status is the same as under the Span- 
ish; it is irregular and must ere long change. 
Nobody has cared to disturb it. There is no 
reasen why they should not pay taxes and 
vote. Theirs is not at all like other Indian 
reservations. The agent in charge advises 
rather than controls, Many have said to me 
that, in respect to property, thrift and gen- 
eral character, they are better material for 
citizens than the common Mexicans who 
vote. The trouble is want of education. This 
work ogo be pushed; indeed, ihe people 

New Mexico and Arizona in general need 

benefits of national aid for education as 
much, perhaps, as any in the Southern States. 
There is a large and threatening per cent of 
illiteracy; the Mexican population needs 
renovating.

| Dr. Menaul thinks that his seven-years 
missionary work has not had much organ- 
ized result, but that there is a decided lifting 
up of the morality of the villagers, and a 

eneral improvement in character and home 
life. Like the Chinese and other semi-civil- 
ized people they are harder to influence than 
the simpler savage, and their impossible 
language is alsoa great drawback. To illus- 
trate: “Chop” is one word; “wood 1s an- 
other; $‘to chop wood” is an entirely dif- 
ferent one. So of “shut” and “door,” “shat 
door” isa word by itself, wholly different 
from either. Agdin, for example, ha-ka-ne 
means “‘fire;” co-cach means “make,” but 
“make fire” is cho-paia. Missionaries to such 
people neéd not be clergymen, but whatever 
they are they should have a knack of man- 
aging men and a faculty of acquiring 
paeuags by hearing, along with true devo- 
tion. For such people as this, now that they 
are scattered, a mounted missionary 1s 
needed. Dr. Menaul’s confinement to the 
school is unfortunate. A iady teacher should 
be sent and he, missionary physician, be left 
free to look after their souls and ‘bodies, as 
he is weil qualitied to do.

They are in such ex- 
quisite shades. Will I show you some? Cer- 
tainly. This is the latest shade. It’s called 
the electric blue. Everything’s electric blue 
this winter. Too pale? Yes, I think so, 
too. Now, here’s some of the newest avy 
ribbed goods. Did yeu ever see anything so 
neat and so pretty and so rich? They come 
in all shades, but are of a solid color. Here's 
a silver lavender, and here’s a turquoise, and 
here’s a Russian biue, and here’s a jet black, 
and here’s au orange, and—oh, just look— 
here’s the ashes of roses! Isn't it perfectly 
beautiful? In my opinion the ashes of roses

If 
it is too broad it will become the right size 
by pulling itup higher. See how this stock- 
ing stretches. It will fitthe leg like a kid 
glove fits the hand. The sizes range from 
eight to ten. In Baltimore the average is 
from eight to eightanud a haif. In Beston 
and Chicago itis from nine to nine anda 
half, and in New York from eight and a half 
tonine. It is a well-known fact among 
hesiery dealers that the women of Baltimore 
have the smallest feet in the country. Why, 
there’s not a day passes without some lady 
asking for seven and a half, which is a girl’s 
size. {said ‘asking,’ but thatwasa slip of 
the tongue. They don’t ask for any particu- 
lar size, Nor do we ever guess at the size.

The stomapods collected by the Challenger 
expedition have been sent to Dr. William K. 
Brooks, of John Hopkins University, to de- 
scribe and report them.

The stomapods are crustacea, and belong to 
a group of animals that masticate their food 
with their legs.

A Frenchman Coming to America on 
a Curious Mission. 
From the London Daily News. 


M. Herisson, the French Minister of Com- 
merce, has sent M. Lourdelet, the vice-pres- 
ident of the National Union of Cummerce 
and Iudustry, away on a curious errand. He 
is instructed to go to the chief towns in the 
United States and “report whether improved 
methods may not be borrowed with a view to 
counteract the formidable competition of 
American products with French throughout 
the world.” We should not have fancied, in 
view of the rapid and remarkable shrinkage 
in American exports, which the Chief of the 
Statistical Bureau at Washington laments, 
that France ought to be alarmed by Ameri- 
can competition. Perhaps what troubiés M. 
Herisson is that the Americans are not buy - 
ing French goods, and it may be therefore 
that he is right to try and discover why. 
Other countries, indeed, might do worse than 
give attention to his policy and imitate it in 
other directions. The late Mr. Cobden used 
to hold that our diplomatic agents abroad 
failed to keep us properiy informed on such 
points as those ipto which M. Lourdelet is 
ordered te inquire. It is certain that many 
eminent merchauts in England who have 
been finding their foreign trade slipping 
from their hands have of late been com- 
pelled to send abroad at their own cost pri- 
vate agents for the purpose of finding out 
what their customers really prefer to buy. 
In Belgium avery active movement has re- 
cently sprung up for stimulating the export 
of home manufactures. ‘Three years ago the 
congress of delegates from chambers of com- 
merce made several recommendations to the 
Government on this subject—one of which 
was for “‘the creation of museums or perma- 
nent exhibitions of Belgian raw and mauu- 
factured products.” ‘This recommendation 
has been now most liberally carried out by 
the Beigian foreign office, who have just 
formeda “commercial museum,” of a kind 
which might with advantage exist in every 
one of our great provincial centers of indus- 
try. Inthis institution the merchants can 
see displayed three classes of exhibits. First, 
there are samples of things which are great- 
ly in demand in foreign warkets, but which 
are being sold there by rival nations; sec- 
ondly, there are samples of things produced 
in foreign countries which mignt with ad- 
vantage be imported by Belgians—these 
ing chiefly raw materials and food; lastly— 
and every mafi engaged in trade will under- 
stand the vaiue of this—tliere are specimens 
of the modes of dressing and packing guods 
most in vogue among the competitors whoin 
tbe belgian manufacturers have best caase 
todread. These samples have to be collect- 
ed and sent home by the consular body who 
thus do for the Belgian merchants on a great 
scale, and at the expense of the State, what 
Englishmen have to get done for themselves 
on @ small scale and ai their own charges.

posed to be burglar-proof, so when M. Ber- 
trand put up his shutters and went home the 
safety of his goods troubied him but little.

The 
watchman then summoned assistance and the 
limp body of the young man was borne to the 
Palais de Justice. Further search revealed 
the fact that M. Bertrand had been mur- 
dered while in his warehouse, When suf- 
ficiently restored to cunsciousness, the 
young man, Henry Gourard by name, pro- 
tested his innocence. His story was heard 
but not believed. 

“Alas!” he exclaimed. “why did they not 
kill me and save my mother this great sor- 
row ?”
